FIRE INSURANCE underwriters are renewing their 
warnings against the careless use of various com- 
pounds used as floor oils and dust preventives, many 
of them containing oils which conduce to spontaneous 
combustion. A number of fires have been started by 
spontaneous combustion in the mops used for applying 
these oils, which should always be kept in a fireproof 
receptacie with free ventilation, or should be burned 
after being used. Oily rags and waste shouid never 
be thrown into rubbish heaps. Vegetable oils, espe- 
cially linseed oil. spread over easily carbonized sub- 
stances, such as cotton rags or waste, will ignite the 
latter very quickly, as the cotton fiber furnishes a sort 
of tinder. This hazard, which was originally confined 
to stores and public buildings, is now being introduced 
into the home through the sale of a so-called “dust- 
less duster,” which is made of flannel with paraffin oil. 
A severe loss was recently reported on a dwelling at 
Detroit, Mich., where one of these “dustless dusters” 
was laid on a kitchen table and was ignited by the 
rays of the sun coming through the window. It is be- 
lieved that incipient spontaneous combustion was in 
progress through a combination of the oil and the fab- 
ric, and that this was assisted by the rays of the sun. 








Tue National Society for the Promotion of Indus- 
trial Education has issued a little pamphlet setting 
forth the aims and activities of the So- 
Industrial ciety and outlining its work for 1911. In 
Education : . : 
During 1911.2 VeTY concise way, this pamphlet de- 
scribes the need for industrial education 
to meet modern conditions of manufacturing and to 
enable the United States to compete in the markets of 
the world ; to provide that kind of training under con- 
ditions of specialization which used to be given by ap- 
prenticeship; as well as to open to boys and girls a 
wide range of employment through giving them a 
broad familiarity with industrial processes and to adapt 
public education to the real needs of American youth, 
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nine-tenths of whom take up, directly or indirectly, in- 
dustrial careers. 

The folder also points out the need for a society es- 
pecially devoted to the promotion of industrial edu- 
cation for the organized awakening of public interest 
in this form of education; for the studying of facts 
and the discussion of methods related to this field, 
and for the spreading of information concerning them ; 
to harmonize conflicting interests and to clear up mis- 
understandings as to the aims and ends of industrial 
education ; and to aid in bringing about legislative ac- 
tion’ in those states which have not yet made adequate 
provision for this type of training. 

This Society is now entering the fiftieth year of its 
existence ; and it may safely be said that industrial ed- 
ucation has passed beyond the stage when it can be 
regarded as an educational fad. The calibre of the 
persons mentioned as members of the 
Board of Managers is such as to awaken feelings of 
confidence in the sanity and usefulness of the work of 
the Society. 

The Society expresses itself as desirous of lending 
aid to local authorities and organizations in their ef. 
forts to introduce and organize adequate industrial 
training for their states or communities.

Two HUNDRED million dollars’ worth of iron and 
steel manufactures were exported from the United 
States during the calendar year 1910, a

Iron and Stee!.’°?" rhe largest exportation prior to 

1910 was 197 million dollars’ worth in 
the calendar year 1907, while in 1902 the total was but 
98 million dollars and in 1903 99 million, thus indicat- 
ing that the exports of 1910 will be more than 1902 
and 1903 combined. 

In fact, iron and steel manufactures now form near- 
ly one-fourth of the total value of American manu- 
factures exported. The total value of all manufac- 
tures, including those of iron and steel, exported dur 
ing the calendar year 1910 aggregated, according to 
the Bureau of Statistics, Department of Commerce and 
Labor, about 830 million dollars, and those of iron and 
steel alone, about 200 million. It may be properly said, 
therefore, that iron and steel manufacttires form in 
value nearly one-fourth of the exportation of manu- 
factures of all kinds. In addition to this large expor- 
tation to foreign countries the shipments of iron and 
steel to Porto Rico, the Hawaiian Islands and Alaska 
aggregated about 12 million dollars. 

What are the principal articles forming this enor- 
mous total of manufactures exported, and to what 
parts of the world do they go? These facts are shown 
in detail in the annual statement of the Bureau of Sta 
tistics. They show that practically every country of 
the world receives and utilizes in one form or another 
the products of our iron and steel manufacturing es- 
tablishments, and that practically all the important 
classes of these products are included in the list of 
exportations. The United Kingdom, Germany and 
France, the great manufacturing countries of Europe; 
Canada and Mexico, our next-door neighbors ; China 
and Japan, our neighbors across the Pacific; Egypt, 
India, the Straits Settlements, the Dutch East Indies, 
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Siam, the Philippine Islands, Central Africa, and 
Northern South America in the tropical world; and 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, Argentina and 
Chile, in the south temperate zone, are all purchasers 
of American manufactures of iron and steel. Our 
electrical machinery goes to more than 75 different 
countries and colonies distributed throughout all of 
the grand divisions of the world. Our printing presses 
are performing service in most of the European coun- 
tries, in the principal countries of the Orient, in Aus- 
tralia and the Philippine Islands, in French and Ger- 
man Oceania, in French Africa, Portuguese Africa, 
Liberia and other sections of that continent. American 
typewriters are distributed to more than 80 different 
countries and colonies of the world, including all of 
the grand divisions. American sewing machines go 
to an equal number of countries, while of numerous 
other articles such as wire, stationary steam engines, 
bars and rods of steel, iron sheets and plates, table cut- 
lery, firearms, laundry machinery, mining machinery, 
locks and hinges, structural iron and steel, wire nails, 
pumping machinery, and pipes and fittings, the num- 
ber of countries represented in the export list is in 
each case more than half a hundred.’ 

Among the principal articles forming this grand to- 
tal of 200 million dollars’ worth of iron and steel man- 
factures exported in 1910 are sheets and plates of iron 
and steel, 14 million dollars in value; steel rails for 
railways, about 10 million; wire, over 9 million; pipes 
and fittings, more than 9 million; tools, chiefly for use 
of builders, 8 million; sewing machines, about 8 mil- 
lion; electrical machinery, approximately 7 million; 
structural iron and steel, about 7 million; mining ma- 
chinery, more than 6 million; while other articles in 
which the values for the year rank above 1 million dol- 
lars are wire nails, wood-working machinery, wind- 
mills, sugar mill machinery, traction engines, station- 
ary engines, printing presses, pumps and pumping ma- 
chinery, cash registers, and locomotives. Of tin plates, 
including terne plates and taggers tin, the value of ex- 
ports for the year was a little more than 1 million dol- 
lars, the quantity exported being about 30 million 
pounds, and the countries to which sent more than a 
dozen in number, a large proportion of them going to 
Canada, Mexico and Cuba, but smaller quantities to 
the countries of Central and South America, Asia, 
Oceania, Africa, and in a few instances to Europe. 








RECENTLY a letter reached an eastern newspaper 
from Moscow, Russia, complaining that the average 
An manufacturer in America accords scant 
Inexcusable courtesy to communications from mer- 
Business chants and others in foreign countries. 
Error. In this instance the Moscow merchant 
declared that after numerous unsuccessful efforts to 
get into correspondence with American manufacturers 
and exporters with a view of doing some business 
with them he had finally given the thing up in dis- 
gust as “a bad job;” most of his inquiries, he ex- 
plained, were not answered at all, and the replies that 
did reach him held out no encouragement for get- 
ting into closer touch with the writers or for following 
up the correspondence. The newspaper in question 
admits the basis for this complaint and adds: 
We would like to deny or explain away this crit- 
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icism, but unfortunately it cannot be done. We 
know of more than one manufacturer who makes a 
practice of consigning to the waste-basket all let- 
ters from abroad, especially if they are in a lan- 
guage foreign to him. There is no extenuating cir- 
cumstance to condone this rank discourtesy. When 
a merchant in a foreign’country addresses a busi- 
ness communication to a manufacturer in this coun- 
try it is a compliment deserving prompt and cour- 
teous attention. In condemning the uncivil manu- 
facturer on this side, at the same time we would 
like to offer a suggestion to the merchant on the 
other. : 

It is certain that our correspondent did not get 
in touch with the right firms. There are somewhat 
over two hundred and twenty-five thousand manu- 
facturers in the United States, of whom probably 
less than five thousand are exporters in the narrow 
meaning of that word—that is, firms having the 
equipment for foreign trade and making efforts and 
spending money to obtain it. We believe the rea- 
son our correspondent received such scant courtesy 
was the fact that he had been communicating with 
many of the two hundred and twenty thousand 
rather than with a few of the five thousand. It is 
obvious that if results are to be obtained and delay 
avoided, the merchants and importers in foreign 
countries should, as a rule, confine their communi- 
cations to manufacturers of this comparatively 
small class. 

It is possible and quite probable that the manu- 
facturers addressed by our correspondent were 
taken from a promiscuous list which afforded no 
clue or basis for a good selection. Too much care 
cannot be exercised in picking out the manufac- 
turers to be addressed, whether the ultimate pur- 
pose is the outright purchase of goods or the se- 
curing of an agency. 

In all probability there is some fault on both sides— 
some substantial ground for criticism. To begin with, 
the strict proprieties demand that when a foreign mer- 
chant or firm or agency addresses an American com- 
pany on a matter of business the English language 
shall be used; but if the native tongue is employed, 
it offers no excuse or justification for refusing or neg- 
lecting to reply to it; and when the answer is made it 
should be in the language of the person to whom it is 
addressed. 

There is a slipshod business “maxim” to the effect 
that “a good many letters answer themselves ;” that 
is, if an inquiry reaches your desk for an article that 
you do not handle, silence on your part is equivalent 
to a reply in the negative and much easier and less 
expensive. That is an altogether vicious business doc- 
trine or theory. Every decently-framed letter not 
of the “circular” character is worthy of and demands 
an answer. A vast deal of local as well as foreign 
trade is sacrificed through pursuing the opposite course 
—for the chances are that an inquirer once offended 
in that way will let the offender severely alone for 
all time. 

It may be that foreign firms waste a lot of time and 
effort and ink and paper in addressing American 
manufacturers who are not exporters. If they ‘do, 
it is their own fault largely, because there are agen- 
cies in plenty on both sides of the world that make a 
regular business of supplying addresses for the pur- 
pose of bringing buyers and sellers together. 

Finally, it is to be noted in this connection that 
counting-rooms the world over are deficient in a 
knowledge of the modern languages. No commercial 
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education is complete without this. People who as- 
pire to do a “world” business must know the languages 
of the modern world.

It has long been drummed into my ears that out 
in California only “native sons’ have any chance of 
“getting ahead” or of receiving any “recognition” 
from the business interests of the Golden State. So 
indelibly has this notion been impressed upon my 
mind that on more than one occasion I have advised 
friends of mine, who are inclined to be more or less 
nomadic, to “stay away” from California.

$1,500,000 for a boulevard the length of Delaware, 
from Claymont on the north to Selbyville on the 
south. The proposal will be submitted to the Delaware 
legislature. Gen. Du Pont proposes the roadway be 
100 feet wide and 100 miles long. It will be given 
outright to the people. The only condition is that a 
majority of the legislature consent to it. This is the 
first offer of the kind made to any state, it is believed. 
That Gen. Du Pont believes in good roads no one will 
dispute. If every business man had a touch of the 
general’s ambition in this regard, the Good Roads Con- 
gress would find the load on its shoulders a great deal 
lighter. And what a benefit it would be to the busi- 
ness of the country at large!

The great business successes of the past have been 
achieved by the genius of single individuals, who have 
excelled their competitors in some one clever char- 
acteristic. A thoughtful consideration of the qualities 
possessed by the great captains of industry of the past 
twenty-five years will show that one was a great sales- 
man, another a great financier, another a great organ- 
izer.

The Iowa state authorities are after the firms selling 
adulterated linseed oil. At Denison they caused the 
arrest,of a local dealer, Herman Grill, for selling such 
goods. The American Linseed Oil Company sent an 
attorney from Omaha to assist in Grill’s defense. The 
case came before Justice Rollins, who fined the de- 
fendant $100 and costs. The state chemist was pres- 
ent at the trial and stated that the sample contained 
42 per cent of crude petroleum. The defense set up 
that the goods were not sold as pure linseed oil, not 
being branded that way. It is understood that the 
case wiil be appealed.

A NEW TYPE OF ANIMAL TRAP. 







United States Patent No. 983,921 has been granted 
to Joseph W. Mendenhall, of Des Moines, Iowa, on

an animal trap, which consists of a cage section, a 
trap section mounted on the cage and communicating 
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therewith, a bait box in the trap section, a door in 
the trap section opposite to the bait box, a vertical 
shaft mounted for rotation in the trap section, hori- 
zontal arms on the shaft midway between the top 
and bottom of the trap. There are vertical rake teeth 
extending through the arms, a spring fixed at its 
upper end in the shaft, coiled around the shaft and 
fixed at its lower end in the bottom of the cage, a 
hub on the shaft inclosing the spring, the shaft ex- 
tending through the top of the trap and provided 
with a crank arm and handle by means of which the 
spring may be wound, ratchet and pawl connections 
to prevent rotation of the shaft in one direction, and 
a horizontal trigger pivoted at one end to the bait 
box within the trap, the trigger adapted to engage 
ends of the horizontal arms and prevent rotation of 
the shaft in the opposite direction. 


AN ATTRACTIVE WINDOW

great city of ours, I say “ours,” for we who live on the fraz- 
zled edges of the State which projects beyond the limits of 
Chicago on three of its sides (the fourth side is where you 
water your stock), have an equal pride with you in its great- 
ness and desire to claim an equal share in its glory. We who 
live in your prosperous suburbs of Peoria, Bloomington and 
Springfield, and the more remote outskirts of the city, such 
as East St. Louis or Cairo, are always glad to meet with you, 
not only on account of the warmth of your welcome, the 
superiority of Chicago as a convention city, and the greatness 
of the exhibit you have succeeded in assembling in the

and a quarter millions of people, is the greatest hardware

We do not regret, Mr. President, that you have not the 
keys of the city to offer us; nor shall we need to avail our- 
selves of your kindly permission to pick the lock, for like 
old Joshua at Jericho, seven times have we marched around 
your city blowing our own horns, and when on the seventh 
lap we gave a great shout the walls fell out and we dropped 
in, and I can assure you walls are not needed to keep us 
here. Although the main walls have disappeared you may yet 
see some of its relics in the shape of an occasional brass- 
buttoned pillar stationed at a crossing and being utilized as 
a guide post, or perhaps as a support to some unwary stranger 
overcome by the joy of your welcome or the general high 
spirits of the town.

Secretary Leon D. Nish, Elgin, made a motion to 
the effect that a congratulatory telegram be sent to 
the members of the Ohio Hardware Association who 
were in session in Cincinnati. The motion was sec- 
onded and unanimously carried. 

H. T. Benham, advertising manager of E. C. At- 
kins & Co., Indianapolis, Ind., then addressed the con- 
vention on “Advertising,” urging greater attention to 
this important subject by the retail hardware trade. 


The session of Wednesday afternoon, March 1, was 
an executive one, and was called to order promptly at 
1:30 o'clock, by President Porter, who delivered his 
annual address, as follows: 


Address of President Grant W. Porter. 


Officers and Members of the Fourteenth Illinois Retail Hard 
ware Convention: 

It is again with a great feeling of uncertainty that I at- 
tempt to perform this presidential duty, and with a feeling 
bordering on conviction that instead of having occupied the 
position that you elected me to fill, it has been but barely 
within my reach. 

Still for the Jast two years I have given much time and 
thought to the affairs of the association, too often for my 
own financial interests, but never with regret have I given 
hours and days of my time in the performance of my duty 
as I have seen it, and though I 4m now willing and proud 
to take my place with the only three other ex-presidents that 
are with us, yet I seem reluctant to surrender the honor and 
pleasant obligations to another. 

During the past two years as your president I have en- 
joyed the feeling that you were all with me, and had time 
and funds permitted, nothing would have pleased me more 
than to have met you, each in his place of business clothed 
in his every day manner and attire, and there to have meas- 
ured you by your environments. 

The value of such a campaign cannot be fuliy estimated, 
and the meeting on such a basis and under such conditions 
would carry with it for years and years memories that would 
influence the life and actions of him, who under such condi- 
tions, took upon himself the task of making the canvass. 

I, however, have met many of you at close range, and 
these heart to heart talks have left impressions that are re- 
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sponsible, as I have just remarked, for the yearning. to 
know more of you and your affairs. 

Following in my imagination a visit to every dealer in 
the state, I can see conditions which make it difficult for me 
to talk to you of business, as applied to the purchase and sale 
of goods, because of the consciousness of my inferiority as 
a hardware merchant. 

I can see stocks of goods, business methods and activities, 
window displays, office forces and management, all of which 
convince me that such a paper based on my methods and 
business experiences could be little less than an infliction. 
So I have chosen a topic, as fully and probably more impor- 
tant to all of us, and yet in many ways, and in different de- 
grees, constantly neglécted. 

In this, however, I do not claim to be superior to even 
the least of you, but will talk to you as one transgressor to 
another. And where my remarks, if they are worth any- 
thing, apply with equal force both to the city and the coun- 
try dealer, yet with the permission of the Chicago boys, and I 
know I have it, I wish to address my remarks particularly to 
the country hardware man, and upon a basis of my concep- 
tion of his surroundings, his troubles and his advantages, 
gleaned from experience recited in conventions and through 
personal contact. 

It is a saying largely true, that every man thinks he 
knows his neighbor’s business best, and often just as true 
that a man will continue along certain policies and lines with- 
out appearing to be conscious of their damaging or retard- 
ing effect, until they are pointed out to him by some one 
whose sensibilities have not been deadened by a routine and 
a habit peculiar to the place or section wherein he of whom 
we speak operates. 

What I have to say will probably seem crude and dis- 
connected. It does to me. Some of my statements may 
seem extravagant. They seem so to me, yet were I to couch 
them in weaker terms, I fear they would fail to excite your 
interest, ( 

We are all monument builders, the only difference lying 
in the size and kind of our spiritual or physical construc- 
tion. I, however, feel that a better opportunity is offered you 
in the small cities and towns to make your individuality felt, 
because not only of your own permanency, but the perma- 
nency and disposition of your trade, and I attribute to this 
cause more than any other the reason, as I will admit, why 
you measure much larger per than do we who do business in 
a more shifting and at the same time a more confined area. 

Take, for instance, my own locality. Practically 99 per 
cent of my trade comes from the mile square bounded on the 
north by the Chicago University, on the south by Oakwoods 
Cemetery, on the east by Lake Michigan and on the west by 
Cottage Grove avenue, where the nearest licensed saloons are 
located, 


One of our ministers in commenting on the confines of . 


Woodlawn, the district of which I speak, said that it extended 
from the Seminary on the north to the Cemetery on the 
south, and from the Devil on the west to the Deep Blue Sea 
on the east, so you see we are pretty well corralled. 

Well, what I wish to say, is that we have in this square 
mile at least ten thousand families and instead of owning 
their own homes they just rent places to stay, migrating every 
six months like birds, and as a whole interested little in any 
locality beyond the transportation facilities. 

I feel safe in saying that 90 per cent of the goods bought 
in my line come from outside the locality, and the remaining 
10 per cent is divided among two hardware stores and a bunch 
of bazaars too bewildering to keep track of. 

While I think that this locality is probably of the exag- 
gerated type, yet it conveys to you an idea of the compari- 
son I wish to make and ‘of the shifting tendency and local 
disinterestedness of the Chicago people. 

In your town or small city conditions are necessarily dif- 
ferent, and, as I have before remarked, more favorable in 
which to mould your own destinies, 

Located many of you as were your fathers before you, in 
a community practically as permanent as your institution has 
been, known to every man, woman and child within a radius 
of ten, fifteen or twenty miles, whose every conception of 
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anything in hardware is colored by your personality, and to 
whom the mere mention of the word or otherwise revealed 
to their mentality, suggests your image in some impressive at- 
titude as a synonym of the word itself. 

In such a locality, if you deserve it, you command the 
confidence and respect of the entire community.. Your influ- 
ence does pot stop with your own business, but can be recog- 
nized, socially, politically and spiritually in the institutions, 
the government and the education of the people of the local- 
ity in which you live. You become interested outside your 
own cash drawer, you take on responsibilities of public wel- 
fare, you broaden out, become public-spirited and live from 
the inside out instead of altogether from the outside in. If 
you do these things honorably and well you leave behind a 
monument worthy of any man’s effort, and one which will 
stand to your credit as long as your memory lasts. In build- 
ing such a monument you further dignify your business call- 
ing which, linked with your name and memory, is not only 
recognized as a commercial enterprise but an institution of 
honor and an asset to the community. 

A. man owes to the calling by which he lives the best 
there is in him; he has no right to lower the standard nor is

it necessary for him to do this in order to satisfy any rea- 
sonable desire for gain. 

To the hardware men yet unborn we are obligated to 
bestow not only an institution in every way as honorable as 
the one we fall heir to, but one as much more capable as the 
advancement of civilization demands, and in doing the best 
for our institution we do the best for ourselves. 

The first instinct in a man’s mind is self-preservation, 
and the Almighty made it to be a laudable one; next comes 
his family and then the community or country in which he 
lives. Some of us narrow it down to the second, that is, we 
go no farther than the family—our interest stops there— 
and there are a few instances on record where the idea of 
self-preservation has been so thoroughly rooted and so con- 
stantly nourished, that it has been known to crowd out every 
generous impulse that happened to sprout. 

These human beings very often make money, but they 
never make men, and they build no monuments other than the 
one over their dust. 

They never reason except on a dollar-and-cent basis; the 
password to their intellect is MONEY; they always make 
the dollar sign when they approach a proposition and they 
retire with the same sign. Such a man is a detriment to any 
community, beyond the few dollars he is forced to spend in 
order to gather more from the people therein. Through his 
greed for gain he resorts to methods which reflect discredit 
upon the business that he follows. He has no interest in the 
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community in which he lives beyond its bearing financially 
on his own bank account, than the catalogue house, nor does 
he deserve any more consideration from the people. 

If you interest’ yourselves in nothing in your locality 
outside your own store, let me ask you in fairness what right 
have you to expect to excite any interest in others. First, 
then, before you‘criticise your community for infidelity to 
you, examine your own disposition, get right with your peo- 
ple, and then you have some claim, and between you and me 
it won’t long be a secret. _ 

If we are engaged in an honorable business, if properly 
and honestly conducted, it is an asset to a community; if the 
value of our lands is based not alone upon what they pro- 
duce but also upon the institutions and equipment and facili- 
ties necessary to grow, harvest and market the produce; if 
the size, honesty, capability and wealth of these institutions 
is but a reflection of like conditions elsewhere in the com- 
munity there is no reason, except ignorance, why this should 
not be realized, and ignorance can be overcome. 

If all men were public-spirited and wise, they would har- 
bor no system of any description, either inside or outside

their territory, which did not foretell an advancement of 
community interests. 

Education, then, and loyalty, would stop the constant 
absorption in your locality of the loose change that sears the 
commercial life therein. This must be a system of education, 
not a haphazard spasmodic attempt, but a real system, such 
as the one you conduct your business through. 

We always measure our trouble by our ability to meet 
it, and what seems a heavy burden to-day dwindles into in- 
significance to-morrow, because we are equipped to handle it. 

If you in the same locality who are oppressed by the 
same burden, would concentrate, instead of scatter, your ef- 
fort to overcome it, there is only one answer. Through prop- 
er methods you can not only gather force from among your- 
selves, but you can enlist every society, every church and 
every organization in your community, toward any honorable 
and laudable effort to free yourselves from the encroach- 
ments of commercial pirates who operate in your locality. 
The way is to organize your own locality, first, as hardware 
men, and then include every man or institution who is vital- 
ly and immediately interested in the effort. We here think 
a great deal of our state association, and I challenge any 
one to show more interest in, and more acknowledgment of 
worth, than I have displayed, but do you know we can do 
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little as a staté association toward the solving of problems, 
general or specific, of any particular community. We can 
educate but we can not operate. We, as a state association, 
at our yearly meetings can show from local experiences the 
best methods to obtain certain results, but we in our present 
organized state can not get the results. 


The sign of the times regarding organizations has been 
changed from the motto, “A Privilege for Benefit,” to “A 
Necessity for Protection.” No one who thinks can help but 
realize that the small dealer who at one time had a clear 
field, has been forced to intrench, and he needs every honor- 
able means that he can employ, aided by his fellows, to combat 
the encroachments of mammoth institutions that seek his de- 
struction. 

Organizations of our character have long since ceased 
to be regarded by many as beneficiary institutions, but are 
now regarded as institutions of defense. However universal 
this opinion is, and however soon ours will be so universally 
regarded and effectively used, depends, I fear, entirely upon 
how great from year to year becomes the necessity of such 
an institution; how much will we stand before we get to- 
gether; how long will we let our own little troubles as com- 
petitors keep us apart on this proposition. 


Some time ago I either read or heard of a flood where 
the entire low land surrounding a high timber section was 
submerged, and the water kept rising till only a small dry 
spot was left, and on that dry spot were huddled together all 
kinds of animals that the forest contained, from the rabbit 
and the deer to the wolf and the panther; neither seemed 
to fear or care for the others because of the great common 
danger to all. 

History seems to offer many such examples in the ad- 
vance of the human race, for there has never been any 
marked awakening of the people till the monster had located 
himself; there has apparently been no gradual growth ex- 
cept where preceded by an uprising to beat back the en- 
croachments of opposite intentions. 

You will remember in my remarks last year that I sug- 
gested a plan of sectional organization. The purpose was, 
as I outlined in brief, not only to accomplish a more thor- 
ough state association but to build a machine that would do 
the things which from time to time we wish to do. No, it 
must be stronger than that—not what we wish to do, but 
what we must do to protect local interests. You will also re- 
member that the executive committee were empowered to 
arrange and pursve a moderate campaign toward this end, 
but through our inability to command the whole time of our 
Secretary; no move has been made during the year in this 
direction, but I am in hopes some day to see our organiza- 
tion so complete that no one who considers himself a hard- 
ware man will feel that he can afford to be outside the pale 
of our influence. 

Just another point. We are now 13 years old; we have 
about 1,000 members; of that 1,000 from three to four hun- 
dred are enthusiastic and attend our meetings. I believe in 
this state there are’ around 2,500 hardware dealers who need 
us and we them. We are either going back or ahead, and 
the demand is being made more and more by those whom we 
solicit for membership for proof of our accomplishments. I 
am trying to look the questions fairly in the face and beyond 
a general line of education and the advantage of our insur- 
ance companies; I am dumb on the subject. If we in thir- 
teen years can show no solution toward stopping the great 
leakage from our communities of the funds which should 
properly remain with us, how long under the present regime 
will it be before we are consumed by this creeping paralysis? 
How long must we wait, and how severe must be our pun- 
ishment before we attempt to make a systematic defense? 

If we justly and honestly believe that the institutions that 


thrive at our expense are a detriment to our community, and 
which as a whole the community does not seem to realize, 
how soon through some system of education and a more ac- 
tive interest in the welfare of our community, will we plan 
and execute this campaign of education and interest? 

An estate held in trust; an endowment to be handed 
down to our children, commercially speaking; an honorable 
vocation through which we are privileged to live and enjoy 
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life—such is and has been the hardware business, and as such 
if not for our own immediate protection we are bound to 
safeguard it against the damaging influence of outside rival 
and heartless institutions. Remember that the hardware 
business has been simply loaned to us, and if we conserve its 
interests as we are beginning to conserve our timber for the 
next generation, we are lifted up out of the narrow idea of 
self and beyond our time. 


Following the report of Treasurer H. E. Gnadt, 
Chicago, which showed the financial affairs of the as- 
sociation to be in a very satisfactory condition, Secre- 
tary Leon D. Nish, Elgin, presented his report. Mr. 
Nish announced the membership of the Illinois Retail 
Hardware Association to be 1,245, 117 new members 
having been admitted during the past year. 

The report of delegates to the National convention 
last year was made by W. M. Powers, Chicago. The 
question box was then taken up and was discussed 
during the balance of the afternoon. 


At the session of Thursday afternoon, March 2, 
James H. Kennedy of New York City, delivered an 
address on “The Ethics of Hardware.” 


Address of James H. Kennedy—‘‘Hardware Business 
Ethics.”’ 


It might be better for the world—it certainly would be 
better for the world’s pocketbook—if the multitudinous 
gentlemen who class themselves as “professionals,” could be 
relegated to a place nearer the rear seats in order that the 
Business Man might move nearer to the front. 

Practically he is already the dominant influence in Ameri- 
can affairs. He becomes an irresistible power when he as- 
serts himself collectively, One Chamber of Commerce can 
more largely influence good legislation; can forward a re- 
form more effectively, than can any ministerial club, bar 
association or altruistic society. 

An association like this assembled to-day speaks with an 
emphasis that no unorganized movement of individuals could 
command, 

The statesman, the politician, the member of Congress 
or of the State legislature, the city council and the public 
official, sit up and take apprehensive or hopeful notice—as 
the case may be, when a Business Men’s Association becomes 
a Daniel in judgment, or points the straight and narrow way 
along which the servants of the people should travel. 

You men of business possess a power, an influence, dy- 
namic possibilities, which you too often do not appreciate; 
which you do not exert as you should. When you unite 
upon a verdict, that verdict is affirmed in the high court of 
public opinion, In the higher sense of the word, you be- 
come a. Vigilance Committee for the execution of remedial 
punishment; for the exposure of public wrong-doers, when 
you feel it worth your while to get together and read the 
riot act to the evilly disposed. 

The merchant—and especially the merchant in the 
smaller center—can exert an influence upon his community, 
commensurate only with his patriotism and his willingness 
to make use of hus power. 


Set Men at Work. 


Whenever one of you gentlemen, out of the plenteous 
goodness of your hearts and the more plenteous (?) profits 
left you by’ the jobbers and the catalogue houses, gives a 
thousand dollars to a charitable cause, he feels rightfully 
that he has done a meritorious att; has won a gold embel- 
lished credit entry in the personal account he is running in 
the bank of Heaven. 

But day after day, year after year; in the lawn-mower sea- 
son—in the harvest season—in the Christmas season; in all 
seasons, he is continually doing that which is nobler, that 
which is more useful, that which is more fruitful in blessing 
to humanity, than could be caused or created by the most 
liberal benefactions. 
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He is supplying men with Work! He is encouraging and 
supporting Invention, Production and Distribution. 

He is putting his money where it will do the greatest 
good to the greatest number. You can never pauperize a 
man when you furnish him with honest and well-paid work. 

When you give to the traveling salesman—who is some- 
times well-called the retailer’s best friend—an order for a 
thousand dollars’ worth of miscellaneous hardware, do you 
stop to think where that money goes to? 

A little of it—let us hope not too much—lingers with 
the jobber. A little of it—too little, he sometimes says—is 
diverted into the coffers of the manufacturer. Who gets the 
remainder ? 

Follow it into a hundred channels. Your store employes 
are supported because of it. 

A hundred railroad men assist in bringing it from the 
factory to your store. 

The men behind the factory machines that make these 
many articles, take their portion, This one is sending his sons 
and daughters to school. That one is buying a home. The 
other paying his taxes and supporting his church. 

The employes of the jobber and those of the manu- 
facturer; the traveling men on the road, and the hotels and 
railroad companies they help to support; the banks through 
which your remittances are sent; the postal employes who 
handle your letters; the lawyers who collect your bad ac- 
counts—if ever in this great State you make them; the trade 
journals and newspapers that advertise the goods; all these, 
and others, take their rightful earnings out of that thousand 
dollars you have set in motion. 

To tHE ENp or THE EarTH. 


Recall, in further illustration, the channels your dollars 
follow when they encourage the raw materials from the 
earth toward their destiny. ; 

Far up the Amazon River, in perilous and fever-laden 
regions, men labor and suffer for the rubber that goes into 
that reel of hose. In Lake Superior mines men toil for the 
copper and iron that compose so much of your wares. In 
Cornwall and the Far East, others delve for the tin you 
handle, while its carriage across the seas helps to maintain 
the merchant fleets by which the ends of the earth are 
brought together. Colorado, with its silver; Mexico and 
California, with their gold; Pennsylvania with its coal and 
coke; the Northwest and the South with their timber; the 
pastures of all America, whose wool goes into your horse 
blankets, and the leather into your harness—all these, and 
a hundred lines of the same worldwide collection, earn wages, 
support families, advance men and enlighten them, support 
the nation, and make more enduring the sterling greatness 
of its future. 

Way He Works. 


The other day I asked a great distributor of Hardware 
why he was still traveling daily in the harness of business, 
pulling vigorously at his end of the load. 

I said, “You who have money to give away, and a per- 
fect machine that almost runs itself!” 

“T. come here day after day,” he answered, “for several 
reasons, one of which is that I like to make plans, and see 
them work out. 

“Because I gave many of these gray-headed boys their 
start in business life. They took root with me in boyhood, 
and J have watched them expand and flourish. 

“Because 1 go from one department to another and can 
call every man by name, Because the clerks and traveling 
men call me ‘The Old Man,’ and scold about me to each 
other, while I believe that every one of them loves me. There 
is not one in the place who would be afraid to come to me 
were he in trouble, or in need of a dollar. 

“Because my work has been here so many years that this 
little office has become my best life-treasure, and where one’s 
treasure is, there is his heart, also. 

“The daily contact with these hustling young men,—with 
these well-seasoned and well-tempered old men—keeps me 
alive, and young and in sympathetic harmony with the world. 
I can do more good right here than in any ‘other place in 
the world.” 

This is a noble ambition. A true philosophy. A real 
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philanthropy. The mission of the Business Man enlarges 
when one views it from this angle. 
A Broapenep Epucartion. 

Associations like this have aided mightily in putting the 
Hardware store into its proper focus. 

The education of a man who regards himself as still on 
earth is increased and broadened, when he forsakes for a 
time his personal interests, and replaces them with the good 
of the trade. 

The brain-pan must be small, if a merchant who pays for 
its transportation to an open forum like this, does not in- 
crease its mental possessions by what he gathers here. 

The trade talks more, writes more, reads more, and 
thinks more, than it did before this association movement 
became organized. The movement of business morals is up- 
ward. The cobwebs are disappearing. Men no longer throw 
dust into the eyes of each other. The member who comes 
here for the first time undergoes an operation for an en- 
larged horizon. He may have been It. He discovers there 
are Others. . : 

let the Business Man grow in appreciation of the no- 
bility and usefulness of his occupation, and he will grow in 
the respect of his community. Let him be sure that no pro- 
fession is above him in benefits conferred, and in this knowl- 
edge his business will be bettered, and he will become a better 
man.

The closing session of the convention was sched- 
uled for Saturday afternoon, March 4, at which re- 
ports of committees were to be presented, resolutions 
offered, officers elected and the location of the next 
convention decided upon. It seemed to be the pre- 
vailing opinion that Vice-President C. T. Woodward 
would be elected President for the coming year, and 
that Secretary Nish and Treasurer Gnadt would be 
re-elected to their respective offices. That Chicago will 
secure the next convention also seemed very probable.

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A LAWN MOWER OF RECENT INVENTION. 





Homer Hue Spenard of Remington, Ind., has been 
granted United States Patent No. 984,861 on a lawn 
mower, including a body, 
supporting wheels therefor, 
forwardly extending side 
members, a centrally dis- 
posed fly wheel rotatable in 
a plane extending trans- 
versely of the machine, the 
wheel being interposed be- 
tween the side members.

Benjamin Richards. 


Benjamin Richards, head of the hardware manufac- 
turing concern of Benjamin Richards & Co., of Win- 
sted, Conn., died suddenly on February 20, after a 
protracted illness.

SOME INTERESTING COMMENTS ON 
FURNACE HEATING. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I am greatly interested in anything pertaining to 
furnaces and furnace heating, and your paper cer- 
tainly gives it, and I would like to say a few words in 
general. 

Several years ago the writer was working in a Da- 
kota town and owing to the faulty installation of fur- 
naces, such as no pitch to pipe, small leaders, only 10 
inch cold air pipe, etc., it was the hardest thing in the 
world to sell a furnace. I used to buttonhole a pros- 
pective builder on the street, for I almost forced them 
to come into the store and I would show a furnace on 


the floor. But a wave of the hand and “No furnace. 


for mine,” was the answer. 

My employer was a good fellow, and he gave me 
books on hot water and steam work. I studied and 
read all the catalogues about it, and so we finally went 
in for that work and did one job where we broke even, 
but gradually got the hang of it and to-day there is 
the “Klondike” hotel of 27 rooms that is heated by 
steam put in by me, that heats on 5 Ibs. of steam in 
zero weather. 

As furnace men are in the business for the money 
only, why not go in for the other kind of heating? Get 
in on both. The funny part of my experience was 
that gradually I got a start on furnaces, too. The 
first cost of a hot water job is high and so I would 
recommend combination heat—first floor warm air, 
and upstairs hot water. Then they would say, “I get 
more satisfaction downstairs,” so their friends were 
advised to put in a furnace. 

I remember a ‘pool room proprietor. He wouldn't 
think of a furnace, “not if you give it to me,” he said ; 
and I said, “That’s what I want to do; if the furnace 
don’t heat satisfactorily I won’t take a cent.” So he 
agreed, and when about to put it in I found the only 
way to put it in was on the same floor, owing to rot- 
ten joists, etc. I got his consent to put it in the ex- 
treme northwest corner. I put one big cold air regis- 
ter in the middle of the room, run under the floor to 
the furnace. The patrons used to joke me and said 
I was “up against it,” but I went ahead, put a fancy 
edge on the furnace casing, japanned the whole and 
fired up. Two weeks later the proprietor paid me and 
told me that he could sit at his desk the farthest point 
from the furnace, in zero weather, and be comfortable.

HEATING LARGE ROOMS BY WARM AIR. 

To heat a church or storeroom, it is more econom- 
ical and satisfactory to have but one warm air pipe, 
and that taken directly off from the casing top and run 
straight up without elbows or angles to the register 
box. The register should be without valves in this 
case—using only the face—for unless the heat has an 
opportunity to escape, the furnace will be damaged. 
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One or more cold air returns of capacity equal in 
square inches to the warm air should be taken from 
opposite sides of the building, and if a church with 
sloping floor, cold air should be taken near the pul- 
pit or at the lowest point. Select a size larger fur- 
nace than absolutely required, to heat a church, as the 
building is cold all week, and the furnace is usually 
forced to supply the necessary warmth in a short time. 

School House Heating is somewhat different from 
anything else. In a residence or storeroom, there are 
but few people, and a good supply of air. In a church 
the air is used but a short length of time, but in a 
school house the air is used in great quantities and 
used all of the time, and unless the supply of fresh 
air is constantly renewed the air becomes very im- 
pure. For this reason, a large cold air pipe should be 
carried from outside to the bottom of the furnace 
casing and ventilating flue furnished to carry off foul 
air—outside air should be used only when ventilation 
is wanted—as it stops the flow of return. 

The draft to all furnaces is furnished by the chim- 
ney, and three-fourths of the smoky furnaces can be 
directly traced to the chimney—so to save annoy- 
ance, carefully inspect the chimney and insist upon 
having a good draft before setting any furnace. All 
openings into the furnace flue—either above or below 
the smoke pipe—should be closed and kept closed; 
if an ash pit door is provided at the bottom, be sure 
that this is tight. 

The furnace flue should be independent of any fire- 
place, and no opening should be left at the bottom be- 
tween the furnace chimney and any other chimney— 
this frequently happens and gives the furnace man a 
great deal of trouble. A flue with a 9x12 opening, in- 
side measurement, will be sufficient to take care of the 
ordinary furnace, and if it is built straight up at least 
two feet above the highest point of the roof, and 
higher than the surrounding buildings, not contracted 
or enlarged at any places, it will give a good and suf- 
ficient draft, and no complaints will be heard about 
the furnace smoking. The longer the chimney, the 
better the draft. Be sure that the smoke pipe fits well 
into the chimney—does not run in beyond the brick- 
work, and no openings are around it. 

Before you set your furnace—carefully study the 
location of your furnace—length of your runs—size 
of the pipes and registers to be used for each room— 
the proper supply of cold air to be returned to the 
furnace, and then insist upon putting the furnace in 
right—Catalogue of Green Foundry & Furnace 
Works, Des Moines, Iowa.

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FURNACE PLANT OF THE BONNOT CO. 
DESTROYED. 








The warm air furnace plant of the Bonnot Co., of 
Canton, Ohio, was destroyed by fire on February 22, 
the loss being about $25,000. The company carried 
insurance to the amount of $22,000, The fire started 
about 6 o'clock in the evening in the boiler room, and 
soon the entire factory was in flames. The plant was 
located at Louisville, Ohi6, a few miles from Canton. 
The firemen confined their efforts to the east end of 
the building until the flames threatened the lumber 
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owned by the company. Work of protecting the lum- 
ber probably saved the lives of a number of firemen, 
as they hardly changed operations when the entire east 
wall of the building fell. Everything of value in the 
company’s offices, located in a building about 40 feet 
from the main structure, was removed, but the fire did 
not damage the office building. The company’s great- 
est loss is their patterns. The Bonnot Co.’s plant was 
one of the oldest and largest factories in the town of 
Louisville. A. L. MacKinnon, manager of the fur- 
nace department of the Bonnot Co., advises that it is 
as yet undecided just what will be done in regard to 
rebuilding. When a decision has been reached the 
trade will be promptly notified.

PATTERN FOR TAPERED PIPE TO FIT ON 
THE COMB OF A ROOF. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 
In answer to J. D. Nichols & Brother, Neodesha, 
Kansas, requesting a method of obtaining a pattern 
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as published in your February 18 issue, the following 
method is respectfully submitted. 

The dimensions here taken are for a pipe 36 inches 
in diameter at the base, if extended to the bottom of 
the long side, 27 inches in diameter at top, 36 inches 
high on long side and 26 inches high on short side, 
to fit on a quarter pitch roof, extending down the 
roof 32 inches on one side and 8 inches on the other. 

Draw an elevation of the desired shape and in the 
desired position on the roof. Extend the short side 
to a point even with the lowest point of long side and 
connect by a horizontal line (0 to 12), upon which 
erect the half plan of the base as it would be if the 
short side really extended even with the other. Space 
this semicircle into any number of equal spaces, as 
shown, 0, I, 2, etc., to 12, and draw perpendicular 
parallel lines from these points to the horizontal base 
line. 

Extend the sides of the elevation upward, as shown 
by dotted lines, until they meet at R, which gives the

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radius to be used in making the pattern. Draw rad- 
ial lines towards R from each of the points located 
on base line till they intersect the roof line as shown, 
and from these points on the roof line draw horizontal 
parallel lines to the side of longest part of elevation. 

With FR as center, strike an arc (0, 12, 0), upon 
which lay off the stretchout for pattern, as shown by 
the long dotted curve, using twice the number of 
spaces of the half plan. Radial lines from o to o 
towards RF give the ends of pattern, and an arc with 
R T as a radius gives the pattern of the top. 

Still using R for center, take the distance to each 
one of the points on side of plan and carry over to 
the correspondingly numbered measuring lines in 
stretchout, and a line drawn through these intersec- 
tions will give the true shape of pattern for bottom. 

As the comb of the roof, in this case, comes between 
two of the spacing lines in plan, we must mark that 
point, as at X between 8 and 9. Also mark it in two 
places on stretchout, as shown at X, X, a little nearer 
to line 9 than to line 8. And this being the highest 
point, or highest two points, the pattern line will form 
an angle here almost equal to the angle of the pitch 
of the roof. 

The dimensions here given are taken because the 
article drawn to these dimensions will just cut out of 
36-inch iron. * 

I truly hope this explanation and drawing will be 
of assistance to the brothers, or to any other readers 
of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN who may have a similar 
difficulty. The method here given may be applied 
to tapering articles to fit almost any shape.

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SOFT SOLDERING FLUX. 








In soft soldering or tinning metals it is necessary 
to have the surfaces operated upon free from the me- 
tallic oxides that are usually found on them (says a 
writer in Machinery). They should be quite bright, 
or at least chemically clean, for this purpose, and they 
are usually scraped or polished. When they have 
been treated in this way it is found that it is best to 
apply some sort of flux, which helps the soldering in 
several ways, and when they are united the adhesion 
is much better. The bright metal is much more apt 
to take up fresh oxygen, especially wheri it is heated 
by the oxidizing portion of a gas or Bunsen flame, 
but the flux when applied helps to protect it from fresh 
oxidation, and some fluxes help to remove oxidation 
also. Common resin, salammoniac, muriatic or hydro- 
chloric acid, and chloride of zinc, are used for fluxes, 
as well as others, but the first four are generally used. 

Zinc chloride—or, as is sometimes called muriate 
of zinc—has many advantages for use in some of the 
soldering work which machinists and toolmakers have 
to do, such as soldering pieces of steel, iron, brass and 
copper, especially iron and steel. The remarks given 
here do not pretend to deal with the methods used in 
places where large numbers of pieces and large pieces 
are tinned, but those adapted for the smaller opera- 
tions in this line of work. The most convenient form 
for using the zinc chloride as a flux for such work 


1s in that of a solution of zinc chloride (ZnCl,) in al- 
cohol, to which a little glycerine is added, which makes 
it sticky and causes it to adhere more readily to the 
articles to be soldered. Zinc chloride can be obtained 
in two forms, one of which is the salt sold by whole- 
sale druggists and chemists, and which comes in bottles 
in anhydrous crystals and readily dissolves in water 
and in alcohol, with a caustic solution. The salt is 
deliquescent, taking up moisture, and should therefore 
be covered up when not in use. The other form can 
be prepared by dissolving metallic zinc in hydrochloric 
or muriatic acid. This form is apt to be corrosive, 
as it frequently contains free acid, and the salt is there- 
fore preferable. It is obtained by a similar process, 
but the acid has all been evaporated. The form made 
direct from acid can be used, however, without 
any other solvent; but the other form requires a sol- 
vent of some sort so that it can be applied to the work. 

Alcohol possesses two advantages which adapt it 
to this purpose, as it dissolves the chloride readily 


and when applied to the work takes fire if the work 


is hot enough, thus acting as a temperature indicator 
and helping to heat the work and keep it hot while 
the soldering is being done. Various proportions are 
given for mixing the chloride, alcohol and glycerine, 
but as alcohol will dissolve the chloride in various pro- 
portions, these can be varied to suit individual pref- 
erences. One formula gives the proportions as fol- 
lows: Zinc chloride, 5 parts; alcohol, 4 parts; glycer- 
ine 1 part. Another formula used successfully is as 
follows: Zinc chloride, 2 parts; glycerine, 3 parts; 
alcohol, 5 parts. These mixtures can be kept for a 
long time in ordinary bottles with corks, but it is pref- 
erable to use glass stoppers when they can be ob 
tained. 

A brush, cloth or swab is convenient for applying 
the solution to the work, but whatever is used should 
be kept away from the flame on account of the alco- 
hol in the mixture. Cast-iron pieces can be success- 
fully tinned and soldered with a flux of zinc chloride 
solution, but great care is necessary in all the work, 
and the cleaning, fluxing, heating and soldering must 
be well and carefully done. Another “wrinkle” of 
soldering can be done with the aid of a flux, where the 
surfaces of the work fit together well, and this is 
soldering together by means of a piece of tinfoil. The 
surfaces must be cleaned thoroughly and closely fitted, 
and then bound firmly together with wire, or held by 
clamps. The work is then heated by a lamp or a 
Bunsen burner or in a fire, using plenty of flux as 
needed, until the foil melts and joins the surfaces of 
the work together. Care, of course, must be taken to 
cool it properly and not disturb the parts until the tin 
has become thoroughly set and crystallized.

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PATTERN FOR GABLE MOLDING MITERING

Let Y E F C in Fig. 220 be the elevation of a gable 
molding of which A B C D is the profile; let K JJ L 
be the elevation of a molded pilaster against which it 
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would be the case if the side of the pilaster were per- 
fectly flat and projected further than the gable mold- 
ing. 

It will therefore first be necessary to obtain a cor- 
rect elevation of the miter, after which the pattern can 
be obtained in the usual simple manner. To do this, 
divide the profiles in the plan and elevation into the

is required to miter. The profile of the pilaster is 
shown by M N O in the plan, where a profile of the 
gable mold P Q R S is also shown and so placed as to 
show the comparative projection of the various points 
in each, 

By an inspection of the plan and elevation it will be 
seen that the miter line of joint between the molding 
and the pilaster will not be straight from Y to C, as 


same number of parts, commencing at the same points 
in each, as shown by the corresponding figures. 

From the divisions in the profile in plan carry lines 
to the left, parallel to P Q, until they cut the side of 
the pilaster O N M, as shown. From these intersec- 
tions drop lines at right angles to P Q indefinitely, as 
shown. From the divisions in profile in elevation 
draw lines parallel to E Y until they intersect corre- 
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sponding lines drawn from O N in plan. A line traced 
through these points of intersection, as shown by 
Y H C, will be the required miter line, or intersections 
of the gable molding with the upright pilaster at the 
angle K Y E. 

For the pattern of the gable molding, proceed as 
follows: At right angles to the lines of the gable 
molding draw the stretchout line T U, upon which 
place the stretchout of the profile of the gable mold- 
ing, through which draw the usual measuring lines, 
which intersect with lines of corresponding number 
drawn from the points in the miter line Y H C at right 
angles to the lines of the gable molding. A line traced 
through these points of intersection, as shown by 
X W V, will be the required pattern. 

Although the roof strip A B of the gable molding 
is perfectly straight, points will have to be introduced 
between A and B for the purpose of ascertaining the 
shape of the cut from Y to H, its intersection with the 
side of the pilaster. } ' 

The simplest method of obtaining these points is to 
derive them from the points S$ and R, as shown by 
7 to 13 in the plan. They can then be transferred to 
their proper place in the stretchout, as shown between 
T and Z. By so doing, points of like number fall in 
the same place on the profile O N, and the vertical lines 
dropped therefrom can be intersected with H Y for the 
pattern of the roof strip and with the other lines from 
H to C for the pattern of the face of the mold, all of 
which is clearly shown.

against the friction seat wall of the countersunk cover, 
and serving as a lever to turn the clip in removing the 
same.

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SHEET-METAL BUILDING MATERIAL IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. 





[From Consul Edwin N. Gunsaulus, Johannesburg.| 

The principal roofing used in South Africa is cor- 
rugated iron, the great bulk of which is imported from 
the United Kingdom. A few of the public and best 
residential buildings have clay tiles, both of local and 
foreifn manufacture, but the clay tiles are not exten- 
sively used on account of their greater cost. In metal 
roofing there has been no tendency to depart from 
the corrugated iron, which finds place in ninety-nine 
out of every hundred buildings erected. For all ordi- 
nary buildings the corrugated iron is used, while for 
some of the better class of houses the French or Span- 
ish types of clay tiles are in use. 

Up to this time metal tiles and shingles have scarce- 
ly been introduced, and their adoption by architects 
and builders could only be brought about by the man- 
ufacturers clearly setting forth their advantages, from 
the artistic as well as other points of view, over the 
corrugated sheets so commonly in use. A point in 
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favor of the corrugated iron is its cheapness and the 
lower customs duty to which it is subject, the duty on 
this article being only 3 per cent ad valorem, while on 
the metal shingles and tiles a duty of 15 per cent is 
levied. On the other hand, the metal shingles and 
tiling are much more ornate, and it is possible a good 
trade might, with proper effort, be established. 

The imports of corrugated and galvanized iron into 
this consular district for the calendar year 1909 
amounted to $939,348, of which the United Kingdom 
furnished $911,362; the United States, $25,187; all 
other countries, $2,799. It thus appears that 97 per 
cent of this trade, which is large and constantly grow- 
ing, went to the United Kingdom last year. 

The local retail prices for corrugated iron roofing, 
which comes in sheets 2 feet wide, ranges from 10% 
to 12% cents per running foot for 24-inch and 26-inch 
gauge, the 24-inch gauge being almost entirely used 
for roofing purposes, 

- Steel ceilings are very largely used in house con- 
struction here, particularly in business and residential 
buildings, and a good business is done in this line by 
American manufacturers, some of whose products are 
exclusively sold by local dealers. The imports of steel 
ceilings are not classed separately in the customs re- 
turns, hence it is impossible to give figures as to the 
value of the import trade in this line of goods, but it 
is large and certainly worth cultivating by American 
manufacturers. [A list of the principal importers of 
sheet-metal building materials, together with names of 
architects and builders in Johannesburg, Pretoria, 
Bloemfontein, and Rhodesia is on file in the Bureau of 
Manufactures, Washington. D. C.]

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Conditions in the hardware market are generally 
regarded as satisfactory, manufacturers reporting a 
steadily increasing volume of trade, jobbers being very 
busy taking care of the increased activity among the 
retail trade for the Spring’s business. Prices on the 
whole are being well maintained, and the situation in 
this respect is more satisfactory than it has been for 
some time past. 

With the advent of Spring wire nails are coming 
into good request, and the demand for cut nails is 
improving. 

Less talk is heard of the possibility of another ad- 
vance of $1 a ton in wire and wire products, which 
was predicted as a virtual certainty a few days ago. 
Increased output has had much to do with settling the 
question of wire prices, two new producers having 
entered the field in Pittsburgh since the first of the 
year. Forward buying in wire continues at nearly as 
heavy a rate as at the opening of the month, and 
deliveries specified by jobbing houses on contracts for 
March are better than those filed during the buying 
rush the last week in January. Wire fencing orders 
ensure the absorption of a large tonnage of plain wire 
by that branch of the trade. Mills have increased 
operations to practically maximum in the wire trade, 
but the present movement seems capable of absorbing 
it all. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.75 per keg. The base price is $1.75 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.90 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: _ Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.98; $2.05 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ car lots, $2.00, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $2.00. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 


TIN PLATE. 

The tin plate mills are well provided with specifica- 
tions for several months to come and new business is 
now coming in less actively owing to the fact that 
manufacturers are unwilling to accept orders for later 
delivery on the present basis of prices. The mills are 
now operating between 85 and go per cent of available 
capacity and preparations are being made to further 
increase the output. 

The present price of tin plate to retailers, f. 0. b. 
Chicago, is $8.90 for 100-pound, 20x28. 





SHEETS. 
Conditions in the sheet market are unchanged and 
prices are steady. Increased buying activity is in 


evidence particularly in the galvanized line, and pros- 
pects for a continued brisk demand are very good. 

The Chicago price to retailers is $3.75 out of store 
per 100 pounds No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 


The foreign copper market is steady and has evi- 
dently not taken fright from the reports that the rail- 
road rate decision would be unfavorable for business 
in America. It is interesting to note that Wall Street 
where the greatest hue-and-cry was made of the dis- 
aster to business that would follow the refusal of al- 
lowing the railroads to advance their rates, has not 
backed its opinion by selling stocks, in fact anyone 
who sold securities short a few weeks ago at prices 
then ruling, would if he had to cover them today find 
that he would have to pay higher prices than those at 
which sales were made. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that the rate decision is going to have any but 
a good effect on business, and this seems to be the 
view that the most important interests in the copper 
trade are taking. The market is very quiet and steady, 
and there is no special business to report. 





ANTIMONY. 

Antimony ‘is attracting much attention in the metal 
trades through the reported formation of a syndicate 
abroad consisting of two groups, one composed of 
European settlers and the other of Chinese producers. 
The successful consummation of this arrangement 
talked of for a long time, has led to a sharp rise in 
prices of the metal. A few days ago it was selling 
at 7c a pound. It is said to be the syndicate’s inten- 
tion to make it sell at at least gc. The local market is 
quoted now at about 8'%c. The chief use of antimony 
is in the making of type metals and anti-friction 
metals. There is little or none produced in the 
United States, except in conjunction with pig’ iron. 
The latest statistics show the production of 14,000 to 
16,000 tons antimonial lead per annum, containing 
about 10 to 12 per cent of antimony. American im- 
ports of the metal are about 4,000 tons per annum. 
China is the chief producer of antimony ore. 





ALUMINUM. 
Business in aluminum is quiet and prices are un- 
changed. 
Prices per pound, in ton lots, are as follows: No. 
I pure ingot, 23@24; rods and wire, base price, 3ICc, 
and sheets 33c base price. 





PIG IRON. 

A feature of the past week in the iron and steel 
trade was the heavy buying of pig iron by some of 
the leading interests, the purchases of one interest 
having aggregated 100,000 tons for a period of delivery 
extending into the last quarter. The interest referred 
to is reported to have bought to this extent in both 
northern and southern iron. Large blocks from fur- 
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nace stocks at both northern and southern furnaces are 
included in the purchases, a fact which is expected to 
materially decrease the stocks thus carried by south- 
ern furnaces. 

There was also extensive buying by a modern pipe 
foundry interest for second and third quarter deliver- 
ies at foundries in central Ohio. The total taken by 
this interest is placed at about 50,000 tons. Buying by 
foundries and manufacturing interests in the west has 
not been of such a nature as to attract attention. Mal- 
leable foundries have not yet closed with local furn- 

. aces for the last half and it is understood the closing 
of contracts with annual buyers of castings will be 
put off by them until the furnace interests are willing 
to make prices on the iron. 

With all the buying of iron in the Pittsburgh Dis- 
trict, prices failed to become firmly fixed at the prices 
producers had hoped to establish. Seemingly un- 
limited stocks of pig iron came out as fast as the 
visible stocks were absorbed. Some valley and south- 
ern Ohio interests have been piling iron since last 
September. A total of 70,000 tons of basic, nearly all 
of it for prompt shipment, has been taken in the trad- 
ing of the past 20 days, but there seems to be as much 
basic offering at anywhere from 20 to 35 cents below 
the $14 figure producers have been trying to establish 
as there was at the opening of February. 

As soon as merchant producers raised their quota- 
tions to $14 for prompt basic holdings of 40,000 to 
§0,000 tons appeared, most of it in middlemen’s hands, 
at $13.75 and a shade less. Producers have hung 
together well in the effort to maintain the higher price, 
but they have not sold much iron. 

Contracting for second quarter shipment iti basic, 
however, is generally on the $14 basis. One lot of 
10,000 tons was closed up last week by a large con- 
sumer west of Pittsburgh at $14.40 delivered, which 
is equivalent to $13.50 valley, but it was understood 
the buyer exercised options fully a fortnight old, so 
the transaction could not be considered a fair test of 
the market. One sale of 2,000 tons and another of 
3,000 tons at $13.60 and $13.70, valleys, were made 
early in the week, while a third transaction, 4,000 tons, 
was reported to have been at $13.80 furnace. 

Prices of cast iron pipe are quoted 50c per ton 
higher. Lettings of the week were fairly satisfactory 


and large cities of the central west and the west are | 


expected to add materially to the activity within the 
next month. 

Railroad buying during the week was in marked 
contrast to the previous week. Last week there were 
no new orders of note for standard rails, but the mills 
sold a large tonnage of track fastenings, supplement- 
ary to the recent heavy orders for rails. 

Iron and steel producers report a good deal of ma- 
terial being sold to makers of agricultural implements 
and tools, and manufacturers of these articles are 
booking large orders for the Turkish Empire. The 
demand has been stimulated by an act passed recently 
by the Ottoman parliament admitting all kinds of agri- 
cultural machinery and tools free until August 11. It 
is stated on the authority of the leader of the majority 
party in the Ottoman parliament that the duty on im- 
ports of agricultural machinery and tools will not be 
re-established for a year after August 11. There are 
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now 287 special agents for American makers of agri- 
cultural machinery and tools traveling in Turkish do- 
minions, and all report good business. Turkish banks 
are lending freely to general merchants in rural dis- 
tricts, who indorse the notes given by farmers to agents 
for American agricultural machinery manufacturers.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“The improvement of the last two weeks is still in ev* 
dence, and the pig iron market is brighter in every way. There 
has been some large buying, and while Southern prices are 
stiffer, there has been no advance. It is reported that at 
some points in the East there is slight advance or with- 
drawals of furnaces from market. In the local territory 
there is no manifest difference except perhaps a better tone, 
with good tonnage booked and inquiries being presented 
freely. 

“There are still, even after large buying, prospects for 
additional tonnage of steel] making irons, and it is generally 
considered in the main conditions are in better shape than 
they have been for almost a year past. 

“The recent railway decision has had its effect, as was 
to be expected, but not as broadcast as was feared. This 
is shown by some orders held back, but it is felt this hes- 
itancy is simply for the time being. It has not had any 
noticeable effect on the market. 

“Coke is fair. There is some free buying for spot and 
nearby shipment, but the contract business is not yet due. 
Prices are so far without change.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“While the past week has not seen quite the activity 
of the two just preceding it, nevertheless the market is 
very strong and great interest is being shown in every di- 
rection. Inquiry is in a great measure confined to the 
last half of the year, although it develops that a surpris- 
ingly large number of consumers have not fully covered 
their requirements up to July 1. Buyers are making a 
strenuous effort to force the furnaces to sell for the last 
half at to-day’s market price for prompt shipment, but 
in the South especially they are not meeting with success; 
there they are generally asking an advance of 50 cents 
over present prices for deliveries July through December 
The fact of the matter is, there is no money in pig iron 
at to-day’s prices and furnacemen generally believe that 
by the time the second half arrives they will be selling 
at a considerable advance. Naturally they do not want to 
dispose of their future output at losing prices by accept- 
ing to-day’s quotations. 

“Buying this week has been confined to certain terri- 
tories and has not been general. In Chicago and the sur- 
rounding country inquiries are large and numerous and a 
number of sales are reported. St. Louis has not been so 
active and, while Central Ohio has been very quiet, our 
Indiana neighbors have been busy closing contracts and 
some of them are still in the market. The liberal buying 
of steel-making irons a short time ago has eased things 
up in that direction and comparatively few of them are 
out with inquiries now. Business in most lines is good 
and shipments are moving at a lively rate. There are 
very few holdups in deliveries, and when a man orders 
his iron out he generally accompanies his requisition with 
a request to trace shipment through. All of this speaks 
well for the market. There is a decidedly healthy tone 
and prospects are undoubtedly very much brighter.”
